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THE_INDEX_QUESTION 


As mentioned in previous issues of the Current List (Nos 21 & 25) the prep 
aration of an index is a matter of very serious concern to those who would like 
to make this publication of permanent value to research workers in the medical 
sciences. 

Since there will be approximately 60,000 titles recorded in the 52 numbers 
issued during the year, even a single entry for each title would require several 
hundred pages of index. An index would thus increase the total expenditure for 
printing by about 25 per cent, and require much work of highly trained and paid 
indexers for which adequate compensation is not available. 

Furthermore, an index made on the usual alphabetical plan would closely re- 
semble the Quarterly Cumulative Index Medicus. That publication is certainly 
one which renders inestimable benefit to the medical profession and to dupli- 
cate in any manner its service would be entirely unwarranted. 

The problem is whether anything else than an annual subject index would 
be useful for those who keep a complete file of the Current List in finding the 
references on their subjects of research. 

Probably many persons are making their own index by checking the references 
which seem to them interesting and by inscribing the column and position numbers 
of each of these on the outside rear cover of each issue. The checked refer- 
ences could then be copied and arranged alphabetically and would serve there- 
after to locate the selected papers upon a given subject. It is possible that 
some of those who prepare such personal indices might be willing to have their 
lists published as supplements to the Current List for the benefit of others. 

It is of course uncertain whether many persons would be interested in these in- 
dividually selected bibliographies and whether a sufficient number of them would 
be submitted to cover a large portion of the listed medical literature. 

The value of such personal bibliographies as keys to the literature has 
been questioned by some and it is possible that many will consider that they may 
be useful only to the individual scientists who prepared them. It has also been 
pointed out that many medical journals give such bibliographies in the form of 
reviews for particular branches of medicine, including critical abstracts in 
many cases, so that even the more complete lists which could be prepared from the 
Current List would largely duplicate the subject reviews of medical journals. 

It is evident that to find a way of increasing the value of the Current List 
beyond its temporary convenience is quite a problem. We hope that the Friends 
of the army Medical Library interested in the purposes of this organization will 
give some thought to this problem and send in their views and sugge®tions to the 
Executive Committee of the Friends of the Army Medical Library, 7th Street and 
Independence Avenue, S.W., Washington, D.C.
